THE CIVIL SERVICE REFORM BILL 
PASSED BY BOTH HOUSES. 

The House of Representatives yesterday by 
a vote of 155 yeas to 47 nays. passed the Civil- 
Service-Reform bill precisely as it came to 
them from the Senate: Of the yotes in the 
negative forty were cast by Democrats and 
only seven Républicans. could’ be found to 
stahd in the way of a measure of reform so 
emphatically demanded by the people. The 
measure passed the Senate eight days ago by 
a vote (including pairs) of 47-to 13, and on 
that oceasion the opponents of the bill were, 
without excepuon, of the Democratic -faith. 
Of the 155 affirmative yotes recorded yester- 
day in the House, only 47, or 30 per cent of 
the whole, were given by Democrats. It thus 
becomes an easy matter to apportion the 
eredit of passing and the odium of opposing 
the bill with tolerable distinctness between 
the two parties. ? 

The bill is printed in full glsewhere in this 


issue. It was Introduced ,originally by Mr. | 


Pendleton, of Ohio, and now needs but the 
signature of the President to become law. 
It was considerably amended in the Senate, 


where it was debated at length.- The most 


valuable amendment made in that body was 
the insertion of the clause (Sec. 11 of the bill 
as passed) which prohibits political assess- 
ments. This section met with strenuous op- 
position from the Democratic side, and of 
the enttre bill it may be said that at all points 
it was fought by the Democratic Senators, 
while the amendments which turned Mr. 
Pendleton’s somewhat criide and imperfect 
measures into a bill which promises, if not 


all that could be desired, at least much that 


is useful, were proposed by Republicans and 
carried by their votes almost exclusively. 

As finally adopted this important measure 
provides for the appointment by the Presi- 
dent, with the consent of the Senate, of a 
Board of Civil-Service Commissioners, con- 
sisting of tliree persons, not more than two 
of whom shall belong to the same political 


party. This commission is to aid the Presi-. 


dent in preparing a code of rules to carry the 
law into effect, and chief among the provis- 


fons are to be those for securing open | 


competitive examinations for testing the fit- 
ness of applicants for positions in the public 
service, now classified or to be classified un- 
der this law. Except where appointments are 
made by the President. by and with the con- 
sent of the Senate, all the civil employés in 
the depagtments at Washington are to be 
thus classified, and will have to undergo the 
same examination as new applicants for posi- 
tiors. Such examinations are to be open te 
all persons, and are to be held not less than 
twice in each year in each State or Territory 
in which thefe are persons to be éxamined. 
It is provided that appointments shal! be ap- 
portioned among the different States and 
Territories upon the basis of population as 
shown by the last preceding decennial 
census. A Chief Examiner is to be 
employed in order to secure uniformity 
of practice on the part of the local examin- 
ing boards, which are to consist of not less 
than three persons, to be designated by the 
commission. All appointments made in 
future are to be based upun the report of 
the commission, and are to be probatory, no 
appointment to be made absolute until the 
appointee shall have denionstrated his fit- 
ness by practical work. All new appoint- 
ments are to be made in the lowest grade 
of the class to which the applicant is 


assigned, and promotion from lower. 


to higher grades is to be based 
on nitrit and competition. Wherever 


| as many as fifty persuns are employed in any 


ot the post-offices, qustom-houses, or other 
public offices throughout the country they 
are to. be classified in, like manner and be- 
come subject in every way to the provisions 
of thislaw. After the entire civil service, 
with the exception of the officers whose ap- 
pointment is vested in the t or the 
judiciary, and of the Postmasters, has thus 
classified and its various offices filled 
by a thorongh competitive examinanon, all 
vacancies from time to time occurring are to 
be filled in like manner, 
vision limiting the term of service of any 
civil-service employé thus appointed, ana if 
the bill is administered according to the in- 
tent of its framers removals. otherwise than 
‘for good and sufficient cause will become a 
thing of the past. — 
Undoubtedly the most important provis- 
ion of the bijl and that which must certainly 
go far to justify its wisdom, even if in other 
points it should prove incomplete, is that 
whieh at once and forever takes from Sena- 


tors and Congressmen the power of appoint-. 


ing persons to or securing their removal 
from the civil service. No recommendation 
of any Senator or member of the House of 
Representatives in regard to any applicant 
is to be received ar considered by any person 
concerned in: making any examination or 
appointment under this aet. And when 
appointed the clerk or employé, so long as 
he fulfills his duties properly, need not fear 
interference on the part-of any member of 
the National Legislature. Aside from the 
appointment, of the Jocal Postmasters the

The solicitation 
of contributions for such parposes in any 
building under the control of the United 
States is also forbidden, and no employé can 
be made to suffer in any way for refusing to 
contribute money for political purposes. The 
penal clause of the act provides that any 
person violating the sections relating to po- 
litical assessments shall be deemed guilty of 
misdemeanor, and on. conviction: shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $5,000 or 
imprisonment not exceeding three years, or 
by such fine and imprisonment both, | 
The passage of this bill by such majorities 
in both Houses is a most gratifying sien. of 
the returning conscience of Congress. 
lesson of the murder of Garfield, foully 
stricken down by the ghoulish exponent of 
the spoils system, was enforced by the peo- 
ple at the late election, and has apparently 
been taken to heart by both Houses. The 
Bourbons, who, like their prototype, neither 
learn nor forget, must be exempted from 
the operation of this as of all manifesta- 
tions of public sentiment, The Dill, as 
it has been enacted into law, provides 
for a larger measure of reform than 
everi the best friends of a. real 
reform expected to receive at the hands of 
the present Congress, or, for that matter, of 
the next one.

THE FITZ JOHN PORTER BILL. 
The vote on the Dill to reinstate Fitz John 
Porter will be taken in the Senate by agree- 
ment Thursday next, The delay is for the 
purpose of enabling Mr, Hoar and other Sen- 
ators to examine the evidence in detail. It 
may safely be assumed that the more they 
examine the evidence the less they will be 
disposed to restore Porter to the rank which 
he forfeited by his perfidy on the field of 


battle. 

It is time for plain ‘speaking in relation to 
the influences which have given Fitz John 
Porter’s case a prominence it does not de- 
serve to have at this session of Congress, 
when the dockets of both Houses are 
crowded with public business, and barely 
two months remain in which to transact the 
affairs of the Nation, The Fitz John Porter 
bill ig purely a private measure. Why is it 
perméjted to engross the attention of the Na- 
tional Senate te the exclusion of questions of 
tariff ana tax reform whicl? affect the inter- 
ests of 52,000,000 of people ? ; 

The first reason is that the Senate tnfort- 


‘unately containga large namber of Confed- 


erates and Oopperheads who are under oblii- 
gations to Fitz John Porter for the zeal with 
which he did not fight the: battles of bis. 
country in the trying hours of the Rebellion. 
From Mahone and Longstre&t, who fought 
on the other side in the second battle of Bull 


_ Kun, to Joe Brown, who was the Governor 


of a “seceded ”’ State, all Confederates 
are naturally tenient in ing of Fitz 
John Porter's « ‘They canstrue very 
liberally, as. Brown himself admitted, the 
doctrine of “a reasonable doubt” in favor of 


‘Porter. Then there ate the Northern Cop- 


perheads, who are thuch more rancorots 
now, as they were during the War, than the 
Southern Rebels who had ‘the courage to 
support their convictions in arms. The 
Democratic Senators, with few exceptions, 
were either Rebels or Copperheads during the 
War. They believed in the State-sovereignty 
theory. They regarded the Union as 
a “partnership” of Statés. ‘They re- 
jected the doctrine of Washington, Adams, 
and Hanailten that the Constitution meant 
something more than a voluntgry associa- 
tion of confederated States to be dissolved at 
will by the haumbiest ofthe “ silent partners ” 
in it. They are all deeply indebted Ao Por- 
ter for his magnificent services to the Rebel 
cause at the first battle of Bull Run, when, as 
Patterson’s Chief of Staff, he permitted Joe 
Johnston to save Beauregard and crush 
McDowell by holding back a splendid 
army corps: at the second battle of Bull 
Run, when he saved Jackson by betraying 
Pope; and at Antietam, when .by injecting 
doubts in the weak and tiniorous mind of 
McClellan, he neutralized the Union centre, 
permitted Lee to strengthen his flanks by 
drawing men from tlw Rebel centre, and 
turned what should have been a great Union 
victory into a bloody drawn battle, 

Butit is not alone the. gratitude. of the 
Coniederates and Copperheads that+ has 
served Fitz John Porter in this emergency. 
He has put in operation sogial agencies of a 
very peculiar nature. As a member of 
a proud and aristocratic family, he has been 
able to offer ravishing entertainments to 
man—and beast. He has captured the Ke- 
publican Senator from New Jersey, Mr. 
Sewell, and -the. Senator from Penn- 


sylvania, Mr. Canieron.. Even Gen. 


Grant, who is both a soldier and a 
gentleman, has not been able wholly to dis- 
entangle himself from the social traps which 
Porter and his family have set for him. Gen. 
Grant is particularly susceptible to influences 
of this kind, and, while he was a great Gen- 
eral, a patriotic soidier and citizen, it is bosh 
and nonsense to assume that his opinion in a 
matter of this kind Is especially valuable. 
He was not present at the second battle of 
Bull Ron. He saw none of the events on 
which he has been called to pass judgment. 
His sources of information are no better thia 
Senator Logan’s—~indeed, not so good, be- 
cause hé has constatitly been fed with ex- 
parte testimony, whereas Gen. Logan has 
had simply the printed documents in the 
case. This is a question of evidence 
pure and simple, and we have not 
been Informed that Gen, Grant, either by 


training or education, is better qualified to 


pass on the evidence inagiven case of which 
he has no personal kaqwledge than thou- 
sands of lawyers and Judges in this country. 
The opinion of a good and distinguished 
lawyer in this case is better than the opinion 
of Gen. Grant, and any man who combines 
bot& the qualifications of .a lawyer and tlio 
of a soldier, as Senator Hawley, for examp 
does, is more able to speak with authority in 
this connection than Gen. Grant, 

It may be assumed that the bill toreinstate 
Porter will pass the Senate, Sottal tufli- 
ences in Washington aré so overwhelmingly 
in favor of Porter that many of the Senators 


(who are considerably less than angels) can-

not or will not, resist them. But we shall 
be nruch surprised if the bill has equa! good 
lack fn the House.

So eonfident are these monypolists 
of the absolute subserviency of the majority 
of the present Congress that they do not 
hesitate to proclaim a general reduction of 
25 per cent of the wages of their duped and 
deluded workmen. So confident are these 
men in the siavishness of the majority of 
Congress that they not only boldly reduce 
the rate of wages 25 per cent, but also de- 
mand that Congress shall enlarge and in- 
crease the present tax imposed for the pay- 
ment of bounties and subsidies. ee 9

Tae Postal Department of the English 
Government is nearly ready to commence the 
reception and delivery of parcels posts, The 
new arrangement, however, does not promise 
to be very profitable. Ail the private parcels-de- 
livery firms nave made such reductions in their 
tariff that it will be difieult for the Government 
to compete with them. By its arrangements 
with the railroads, for the carriage of every 
shilling parcel the companies will receive six- 
pence, and the post-office will have to bear ali 
the expense of collection and delivery.

EX-MINISTER WHITE’S OPINIONS ON HIS 
DEATH.

New York, Jan. 4—Mr. Andrew D. White, 
President of Cornell Vollege and ex-United 
States Minister to Berlin, speaking of the 
death of Gambetta, said this afternoon: 
“ From what I know of German sentiment I 
have little doubt that the first feel- 
ing upon the receipt of the news 
must have been one of _ relief. 
Gambetta was always considered by Ger- 
mans the exponentof the doctrine of re 
vyenge. His great aim and object in life was 
supposed to be the reacquisition of the lost 
rovinces, Aisace and Lorraine. For my part, 

hold another view, and I find from 
a dispatch cnpeered in _=— this 
mornmyg’s rs that itis shared by Prince 
egy himself. lt is true that Gam- 
has beeu Germany’s greatest enemy, 
and that. he has looked forward te the day 
when France would regain what was 
snatched away from her in 1870. But, on the 
other hand, his feelings underwent no 
little-change during the two or three years 
preceding his death. With the departure of 
youth he had become less vehement, and in 
every sense more diplomatical and conserva- 
tive. He handied the question of the reci 
rocal positions of France and ray Sm wit 
far more coolness and soberness than in days 
of yore, and was, in fact, beginning to realize 
that he would render his country a greater 
service by subduing the fire of hatred against 
sarmaaay than by keep it azgiow. Hence 
the part he played of late in ibe politics of his 
country rather promoted the idea of peace 
than otherwise, and thus his death should 
not be looked on in the light of a fortunate 
event. However, even though he be dead, I 
cannot think of any obstacie to the peace of 
Earope, which, | think, is secure for many 
years.

A SHARPER FOILED. 


Narrow Escape of Two Banks at Provi- 
dence, BR. 1., trom Ballinc Victims to 
a Shrewd Forger’s Wiles. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaa® Tribune 
Provipence, R. L, Jan. 4.—A man giving 
the name of John B. Ogden has been trymg 
to swindle two Providence banksf and nearly 
succeeded. On Dec. 21 he calied at the 

American National Bank, and, representing 

that he was a gold-beater intending to do 

business on South Main street, deposited the 
sum of $700in cash. He subsequently called 
at the Merchants’ Nationa! Bank, and, telling 
the same story, deposited the same amoypot 
in cash. Next he advertised for a boy, and 
a young man aged 17, answering to 
the name of Sharpe, applied for 
the position and was engaged. Ogden 
told the young man that he was going into 
the grair business, that he had recently come 
from Cincinnati, O.. and had an office in the 

Slade Building. This office, however, had 

no furniture init. A few days afterwards 

Ogden sent his clerk tothe banksto draw 

$695 from each, leaving $5 balance in each, 

and Saturday, Dec. 30, he again sent Sharpe 
to the American National Bank with a check 
drawn on the First National Bank of 
the Metropolitan Bank of 

for the sum of $3,750, 

and .to the Merchants’ National Bank witha 
check drawn on the Oneida Bank by the 

Central Bank of New York for $3,200. He 

requested that the American National Bank 

should cash the one for $2,750 and to the 

Merchants’ Bank he presented his own 

check for $2,500 to be paid gut of the check, 

but the clerk was informed in both cases 
that they could not make any such payments 
without inquiry, but that the banks would 
telegraph for information. On hearing of 
this intention Ogden disappeared. in the 
meantime the American National Bank had 
telegraphed to New York, and on ‘Tuesday 
received an answer that the check had never 
been made out tosuch a name, but had been 
raised from the sum of $20 to $23,759. The 

Merchants’ Bank sent to their agent in New 

York and telegraphed to Oneida for advice. 

On Tuesday they were advised by their agent 

iu New York that the check had been paid 

yesterday. The Oneida Bank authori- 
ties sent word that no such check 
had been issued amd no .such  per- 
son was known to the bank. In both 
eases the signatures on the checks were gen- 
uine, but the rest‘’were bogus, the original. 
writing having been carefully erased by the 
use of acids and then filled in by Ogden or 
his accomplices. There is no doubt that 
he depended on Monday being‘a legal hol 
day in New York to have plenty of time fo 
get away in case the banks wished to make 
inquiries. The Merchants’ National Bank 
has $3,200 to their ¢ ~ ang in the Importers’ & 

Traders’ Bank of New York, and it is await- 

ing an owner who will probably never turn 

up, and the question arises, Who does the 
money belong to? The police are actively 
engaged in seeking Ogden. 


COLD COMFORT. 


Serious Trouble Between liee-Cutters 
and Water-Powcr Owners at Elgin, 
Llilin otis. 

Special Dispatch to The Ohicago Tribune. 

Exe, Ill., Jan. 4.—The trouble between 
the water-power owners and the ice-cutters 
at this point is assuming serious shape. The 
latest phase of the affair is the opening of 
the head gates and the withdrawal of four 
feet of water from the pond, damaging the 
ice men to the extent of at least $5,000 by the 
wrecking of runways to houses, dropping of 
the shoal ice into the mud of the river bot- 
tom, and necessitating the doing over of 
much work in the way of washing 
the ice and preparing it for cutting. 

About 600 men were at work harvesting the 

crystal when the gates were raised, and they 

were with difficulty restrained from wreak- 
ing vengeance on the persons and property 
of those responsible. At the outset of the 
trouble befween the warring interests the 
ice-men had about concluded to assess thein- 
selves and raise about $1,200 as a gift to the 
water-owners. They have rid themselves of 
this friendly feeling now, and suits gre 
threatened — civil for damages and crimi- 
nal tor malicious mischief. The 
resent estrangement and _iil-feeling 
1as been brewing for some time. * Hydraulic 
couipany stock has not been remunerative te 
speak of for some time, owing to the bottom- 
less condition of the river here, which neces- 
sitates the expenditure of much money to 
keep the dam in place. Because of this the 
water-owners have been endeavoring to get 
the ice-men to contribute something to help 
them along, claiming that but for the pres- 
ence of the dam there would be no 
ice-field. This is substantially true, 
and the ice harvesters are morally 
under obligations to the water-owners, 
as they are free to admit. Legally, however, 
it is doubtful if they can be huiden in a.mon- 
etary way, as the question of riparian rights 
has been pretty fully and clearly established 
by the courts.
